Recent events, I am sorry to

So some- 
time during the summer, Boss 
Khrushchev of Soviet Russia will 
get the conference for which he 
has been angling for more than 
two years. 


Less than a month ago, the 


President declared he could see 
nothing good coming out of such 
a conference. A little later he 
said he wasn’t keen on a summit 
meeting unless there were guar- 
antees beforehand. By this, he 
meant that the foreign ministers 
France, Russia and 
States should meet

Surely Britain — our great ally — 
would not be willing to throw 
more of Europe into the jaws of 
the communist giant just to get a 
seeming advantage for herself?

But think 
this over. Close observers of af- 
fairs in Europe point to the fact 
that Britain has seen a resurgent, 
free-enterprise West Germany run- 
ning away with British markets. 
England, riddled by a socialist- 
welfare-state economy despite 
her so-called Conservative gov- 
ernment, simply does not seem 
able to compete successfully for 


those markets. This is especially 


true now that her once captive 
customers in former British col- 
onies are no longer under her 
voke. 


These observers point to an-

— fact. Premier deGaulle of 
France, and Chancellor Adenauer 
of West Germany, have together 
taken a strong stand against any 
further Soviet encroachments in 
Germany. And 
were both opposed to sitting down 
with the Russian dictator for an- 
other gabfest at the summit. Thus

Mr. Macmillan’s mind — or in the 
minds of his advisers — may be 
the notion that Britain can play 
off Soviet Russia against a pros-

perous and resurgent West Ger- 
many — to Britain’s advantage. 
Of course, she’s playing with 
fire, but that’s beside the point. 
She has done it 
when the fire got too hot, there 
was always good old Uncle Sam 


before — and 


to come along and put it out. 

As I said before, there is no 
use blaming Britain or France or 
Germany or any other country for 
the positions they take. They are 
acting in their own interests — 


enemies — Germany and France — 
find themselves in firm agreement 
where Russia is concerned. Ac- 
cording to those who watch such 
things closely, this may not look 
like too pleasant a situation for 
Great Britain. What happens to 
British domination of the power 
politics of Europe — if Germany 
and France can find common 
ground to work together? 


or at least what they believe to 
be their own interests. Only the 
great and powerful United States 
permits its foreign policy to be 
guided, not by its own interests, 
but by the interests of a foreign 
ally, Great Britain. This is the 
logical fruit of our abandonment 
of our historic policy of ‘‘no en- 
tangling alliances.”’ 

So far as the coming summit 
conference is concerned, it will 
be the miracle of the age if any- 
thing good comes of it. At best, 
it can only supply Khrushchev 
with another show to bolster his 
prestige. He can say to his rest- 
less people inside Russia and 
in the conquered countries: See, 
the leaders of the so-called Free 
World are perfectly willing to sit 
down with me; that shows you 


how powerful our great communist 
system is. At worst, the confer- 
ence can only result in more con- 
cessions to Soviet demands. What 
else can we expect when we re- 
member all the other summits — 
Yalta, Potsdam and 
Geneva? Perhaps all we can do 
is to hope — to hope that finally,

after one more of these interna- 
tional shindigs, we will come to 
and demand that 
our leaders form our foreign policy 
not in the interest of Great Britain 
or any other so-called ally, but 
in the interest of the United 
States of America.

THE HOPE OF THE WORLD by 
Dan Smoot, 57 pages, Miller Co., 
Dallas, $2.00 

Was Christ a socialist? Of 
course not. But to listen to our 
latter-day practitioners of what 
is known as the ‘‘modern social 
gospel,’’ one would suppose that 
Christ was the original socialist. 
The need for this strange reason- 
ing is not far to seek. 

Socialism is, at best, a rather 
disreputable ideology. It denies 
the individual. It denies certain 


God-given rights which are in- 
herent in the individual. To so- 
cialists, masses — not individ- 


uals — must be considered; gov- 
ernments — not men, not God — 


must give and take away. 

But in God-fearing and God- 
respecting America, the socialists 
got nowhere preaching their con- 
the State as God. And
